HARBOR, IRRIGATION AND DRAINAGE

to be applied to the improvement of the har- 
bors at Kushiro, Abashiri, Nemuro, Rumoye 
and Otaru, and to works of irrigation and 
drainage. 

TELEPHONE SYSTEM.—Japan.—The Jap- 
anese Department of Communications intends 
to establish telephone exchange offices at 130 
more cities and towns, the work to cover 
seven vears. The cost is estimated at over 
$10.000,000. During the present fiscal year 
telerhone evchange offices mav be established 
at 12 or 18 places out of 80 from which 
applications have been received. Some 2.000 
subscribers will be enrolled at these places. 

RAILWAY EXTENSIONS —Lagos, West 
Africa.—It is proposed to make arrangemen’s 
for the extension of the British 3-ft. 6-in. 
gage railway running from Lagos Island, for 
a distance of 124 miles. to Ibadan, a further 
section of which is now under construction 
from Ibadan to Oshogbo, 67 miles. The pro- 
posed. further extension will go from Oshogbo 
via Ilorin to the Niger River, at Jebba, an- 
other stretch of 120 miles, or a total length 
of 307 miles from the sea to the Niger. If 
begun at once this extension would probably 
not be completed in less than three years. 
Another line is proposed on the other bank 
of the Niger River. As the roads would be 
built purely to advance cotton growing, the 
determination to expend British monev in 
that way may not be realized. F. Bedford 
Glasier is Gen. Mgr. and Ch. Engr., at Ebute 
Metta.

RAILWAYS.—Italy.—It is announced that 
the Italian Government is sending a commis- 
sion of engineers to visit Germany, France, 
the United Kingdom, the United States and 
Canada, for the purpose of investigating and 
reporting upon the. working of the railways 
in these several counties. Since the Italian 
Government acquired the whole of the rail- 
ways on July 1, 1905. there have been great 
increases in both passengers and goods traffic, 
but a complaint is heard that efficiency has 
been sacrificed to economy. This may be due 
to the age and inadequacy of the rolling 
stock, and apparently the commission will 
report upon the latest developments in this 
regard made by the railway authorities in the 
various countries to be visited. At all events 
it has already been resolved to anportion a 
sum amounting to over $10.000.000 for the 
provision of new locomotives, rolling stock, 
and the like.
